Judge Conger was born April 9th, 181G, 


iu the town of Fulton, Cortland county, 
Now York; his father was a farmer. The 
early years of his lite until he approached 
manuoodwere, so far as we can leaia, 
uneventful, and were udeed so similar 
11 the course of lite which he pursued 
and 3a the training which ho received, to 
that of so many hundreds of young men 
•wlio have subsequently acqun-ed d'stine- 
tion .'u public lire and in the profession 
oC the law ;u this covatry, that it is well 
worth the attention pi thoughtful miuds1 
to inquire whether it was not the best- 
training that a yoiing man could receive 
ts fit him for a life of usefulness and 
honor. 


Until ho reiched the ago of seventeen. 


years he worked upon his father's farm, 
sammers, and attended the 
common 


school of his neighborhood i a which only 
tho elementary branches of im education 
wore taught, dicing tho winters. 


That this combination ot labor on a 


farm, with attendance at school strength- 
ens and develops the physical aud mon- 
tal powers of youth, there can be no 
doubt;-and it is qulto probable that it 
bolter fits a young man to encounter the 
vicissitudes "sud trials of future active 
life, and especially to undergo tuo severe 
,-mental aud physical labor which is the 
nnaltjrablo coudit.ou of success iu Hie 
legal profession, thau a course wholly de- 
voted to study unmixed with manual la- 
bor. 


At the ago of seventeen ho entered tip- 


on a oourso ot study at tho Cortland vil- 
lage academy, which he pursinvl until he 
was nineteen years ot age, when he com- 
menced the study of law in tbo office of 
Horatio L'aDard a prominent lawyer 
practicing at Cortlaud, 
" 
In 1S1U feeling a deep interest iu the 


oxcitiug presidential contest 
bacweeu 


General Hanison aud Martin Van Bureu, 
then engrossing tho attention of the peo- 
ple of this country, ho purchased the 
' Cortlaud County'Whig, a weekly news- 


paper which ho continued to edit for tlio 
tivo following years, conducting it with 
energy aud ability iu advocating the 
measures aud principles of the whig par- 
ty, but at the samo t1 mo Cuutiauiug the 
study of tho law, as ho was fully deter- 
mined to make the practice of that pro- 
fession the main business of his life. 


At the lime Judge Cougar was pursu- 


ing his studies for admir^iou to tho bar, 
tae study of the law meant far more thau 
it does now, iu IheevH times, iu this re- 
spect at least, upon which we havo fallen. 
'.Too period of study required in the state 
of New York was then seven years, of 
which four might be devoted to classical 
studies.and one could then only bo adrnitt- 
edcsan attorney. It required three years 
flOtual prcctice before a person could be 
admitted as a counsellor at law, and then 
only upon another examination. 


The examinations were carefully direct- 


eel by able and experienced lawyers, and 
were thorough and searching, and no one 
could gain admission to the bar without 
having acqu;tod an extensive and accur- 
ate knowledge ot the principles aud prac- 
tice of the law. We greatly fear the 
boasted progress of tho times in which we 
now live, has iu this regard, if we may 
use the expression, been ["progress back- 
wards." ft is not uncommon now to see 
young men become full Hedged lawyers 
within one year after they have com- 
menced studying for tho profession. The 
evil effects of this great haste aud 
slight (preparation are even now, after 
the lapse of so shoil a period oi' time 
since tue relaxation of the old time hon- 
ored requirements, apparent in the lower 
standard, of legpl learning which prevails 
m'the profession; aud tho great evil 
which so injuriously affects the interests 
of siv.tora.'of the public, and of theadroin- 
iatmUon of justice is, we greatly fear, in- 
creasing. Judge Conger having passed 
nn excellent examination was admitted to 
the bf r in 184.4, and commenced tho prac- 
tice of his profession at Cortland. Ho 
posessed the respect tho respeot and cou- 
lidonce of tho people among whom ho re- 
sided iu so high a degree that he had 
already beeu called upon to discharge re- 
sponsible public duties. 
Ho had been 


elected treasurer oC Cortlaud county sev- 
eral years before and had been success- 
ively rcelosted until in I8iu when ho de- 
clined farther Borneo iu that oflico. He 
was however destined to remain a private 
citizen but for a short period of time. In 
184.G he was put in nomination by the 
whig parly ot the disrict iu which ho re- 
sided .as a candidate for representative 
in congress and was elected to that ollice. 
Duv.'ng bis first torra ho discharged his 
duties as member of congress with sucn 
fidelity nnd abi'lty that in ISIS he was 
again nominated aud re-elected. 


Although ho was but thirty years of 


ago when first elected to congress tho 
record which he made as a member of 
the national legislature, is one m which 
his family, his friends and all who are 
interested ;n a pure administration of 
government may well take'a just pride. 
As might have been expected ot him, ho 
spoke m strong condemnation of frauds 
at ^elections aud was a steady and un- 
swerving opponent of all unfounded aud 
fraudulent claims against tho government 
and ot every specie i ot corruption in of- 
fice. All his impulses were ii favor 
ot freedom, and of tho best interests of 
the people in enacting national laws, and 
his best judgment coincided with hisiiso- 
fulness. When the bill for tho organiza- 
tion ot a government in tho territory of 
Oregon was before congress, he strongly 
advocated tho exclusion of slavery there- 
from, and when the famous Compromise 
Measures were being agitated on the tloor 
of the house of representatives, he de- 
nied the right ot congress to make any 
compacts or agreements by which the 
curse of human slavery was to be ex- 
tended into new territory. 


He was a zealous advocate for cheap 


postage both on letters aud newspapers. 
His-probity and sterling integrity ot 
character 
were proof 
against 
every 


temptation to betray the interests of the 
people or to pander to political corrup- 
tion; no cleaner or purer congressional 
record than his was ever made. 
At the close of his second congressional 
term in 1851 ho retired from political 
life, nnd devoted himself assiduously to 
tho practice ot his profession at Cortlaud 
until 1855,when ho removed to Jnnes- 
ville, Kock county, where he continued 
tho practice oi thelaw uutil he was elect- 
ed judge of this judicial circuit in 1S70, 
to which office he was reflected without 
opposition in 1876, and he may bo said 
almost literally to have died in the dis- 
charge ot his judicial duties. Although

Judge Conger was born April 9th, 1S1G, 


in the town ot Fulton, Cortland county, 
New York; bis fatber was a farmer. The 
early years ot his life nntll he approached 
man hood were, so fnr as we can learn, 
uneventful, an^l were indeed 10 »imilar 
ii the course of Jife which he pursued 
and.jn the training which ho received, to 
that-ot so many hundreds of young men 
who have subsequently acquired d'stinc- 
tion .m public life and m the profession 
ot the law ?n this country, that it is well 
•worth the attention of thoughUul minds1 
to inquire whether it was not the best 
training that a young man could receive 
to fit him for a life of usefulness and 
honor. 


Until ho reiched the age ot seventeen 


years he worked upon his father's £urm, 
sammers, and attended the common 
school of his neighborhood in which only 
the elementary branches ot an education 
wore taught, dining the winters. 


That this combination ot labor on ft 


farm, with, attendance at school strength- 
ens and develops the physical and men- 
tal powers ot youth, there can be > no 
doubt;- audit is quits probable that it 
better fits a young man to encounter the 
vicissitudes and trials of future active 
lite, and especially to undergo the severe 
/mental and physical labor which is the 
unaltorable condition of success iu tho 
legal profession, tlian a course wholly ile- 
votecl to study unmixed with manual la- 
bor. 
At the ago of seventeen he entered up- 


on a course of study at tbe Cortlanil vil- 
lage academy, which he pursued until he 
was nineteen years 0f age, when he com- 
menced the study o£ law in tbo office o£ 
Horatio BalJard a prominent 
lnwycr 


practicing at Cortlaud. 
* 
In 1S1U Ceeling a deep interest iu the 


exciting presidential coutest 
between 


General Harrison and Mart'n Van Bnren, 
then engrossing tho attention of the peo- 
ple oE this country, be' purchased tho 
' Cortland County' 'Whig, a wceiily nows- 


. paper which bo continued to edit tor th3 
tive following years, conducting it with 
energy and ability in advocating the 
.measures aud principles oE the whig par- 
ty, but at the same t'me continuing the 
study ot the law, as ho was fully deter- 
mined to make the practice ot tUtit pro- 
fsssion the main business of his life. 


At tho lime Judge Conger was pursu- 


ing his studios for admir?iou to tho bar, 
tae- study of the law meaut far more than 
It does now, in the evil times, in this re- 
Bpect at least, upon which we havo fallen. 
Tne period of study required in the state 
o! New York was thon seven years, oE 
which four might be devoted to classical 
Btudies.and one could then only be admitt- 
ed as an attorney. It required three years 
.Mtnal practice before a person could be 
admitted as a counsellor at law, and then 
only upon another examination. 


Tho examinations were carefully direct- 


ed by able and experienced lawyers, and 
were thorough and searching, and no one 
could gain admission to 'the bar .without 
Laving ccqu'"sed an extensive and accur- 
ate knowledge of the principles and prac- 
tice of tho law. We greatly fear tho 
boasted progress of the times in which wo 
now live, has in this regard, if we may 
•use the expression, been ("progress back- 
wards." it ia not uncommon now to see 
young men become full fledged lawyers 
within one year after they have com- 
menced studying for the profession. The 
evil effects of this great haste and 
alight [preparation are even now, arter 
the lapse oE so short a period ot time 
since the relaxation of the old time hon- 
ored requirements, apparent in the lower 
standard of legpl learning which prevails 
jn'tUe profession; and tho great evil 
which so injuriously effects the interests 
of suitora.'of the public, and of thoadnjin- 
iatai'iion of justice ;'<!, we greatly fear, in- 
creasing. Judge Conger having passed 
an excellent examination was admitted to 
the bcr in 18i4, and commohcod the prac- 
tice •;•- liis profession at Cortland. He 
posessed the respect tho respect and con- 
fidence ot tao people among whom he re- 
sided in so high a degree that he had 
already been called upon to discharge re- 
sponsible public duties. 
He had been 


elected treasurer o£ Cortlnnd county sev- 
eral years before and had been success- 
ively rcslestod until in I8i5 when he de- 
clined further service in that office. He 
was however destined to remain a private 
citizen but for a short period of time. In 
1846 he was put in nomination by tho 
whig party of the disrict in which ho re- 
sided as a candidate for representative 
in congress and was elected to that office. 
During his first term ho discharged his 
dutiip as member of congress with sucn 
fidelity and ability tbat in ISIS he was 
again nominated and re-elected. 


Although bo was but thirty years of 


age when first elected to congress the 
record which he mado as a member of 
the national legislature, ia one iu which 
•his family, his friends and all who are 
interested m a pure administration of 
government may well take a just pride. 
As might have been expected of him, he 
spoke in strong condemnation of frauds 
at [elections aud was a steady and un- 
swerving opponent of all unfounded and 
fraudulent claims against the government 
and oE every specie i of corruption in o£- 
fice. All his impulses were iu favor 
of freedom, and of the best interests of 
the people in enacting national laws, and 
his best judgment coincided with his use- 
fulness. When the bill for tho organiza- 
tion of a government in the territory of 
Orogou was before congress, he strongly 
advocated the exclusion of slavery tbere- 
from, and when the famous Compromise 
Measures were being agitated on the tloor 
ot the house ot representatives, he de- 
nied the right ot congress to make any 
compacts or agreements by which the 
curse of human slavery was to be ex- 
tended into new territory. 


He was a zealous advocate for cheap 


postage both on letters and newspapers. 
His ^probity and sterling integrity of 
character 
wore proof 
against every 


lemptation to betray the interests of the 
people or to pander to political corrup- 
tion ; no cleaner or purer congressional 
record than his was ever made. 
At the close of his second congressional 
term in 1851 he retired fr6m political 
life, and devoted himself assiduously to 
tho practice ot his profession at Cortland 
until 1855, when he removed to Janes- 
ville, Rock county, where he continued 
the practice of the law until he was elect- 
ed judge of this judicial circuit in 1870, 
to which office he was reelected without 
opposition in 1876, and he may be said 
almost literally to have died in the dis- 
charge ot his judicial duties. Although 


4n-ffis successful career w«i"find they weie 
•;pf the mosfc&ubstiJitiai.and solid kind. 
.-' He wajja'nfau'd! strong will and firm 
purposes; there was no frivolity or vacil- 
lation in his character; he pressed for- 
ward to tho accomplishment of all objects 
which he thought worthy and within tEe 
sphere of his duty, with an unfaltreing 
determination; no obstacles deterred, no 
d fficulties discouraged him; he was a 
hard student, and pursued the study and 
practice of his profession with laborious 
and unremitting industry.and as the resul t 
his mind was stored with the solid and 
accurate learning of 
his 
profession. 


Whilst in its processes his mind moved 
somewhat slowly, with the methodi- 
cal and untiring industry 'which it was 
the habit of his life to brmff to the inves- 
tigation of legal questions and legal prin- 
ciples it moved surely to the accomplish- 
ment of the highest objects of the true 
lawyers labors and ambition, the accur- 
ate knowledge and [elucidation of those 
principles which have raised the law into* 
a science and have made it the safeguard 
and protection to tho highest human in- 
terests, life, liberty and property.

He was a quiet, unassuming man; there 


were no elements of noisy self-assertion,

presiding judge of this judicial circuit 
he held the scales of justice with a h'rm 
and impartial hand. No member of our 
profession, no person within the limits of 
the district cau truly say, and we do not 
believe that thero are any who think, that 
his judicial action during that long pe- 
riod was ever swayed by any unworthy or 
improper motive. Tie judicial mantle 
which has falleu from his dyiug.form and 
now rests upon your shoulders, sir, re- 
ceived no spot or stain whilst he wore it. 
He discharged his judicial duties so im- 
partially, sn ably, bringing to them so 
much oC sound judgment and accurate 
knowledge of the law in all its varied 
arid complicated branches, that it may 
well be .in object worthy any man's high- [ 
est ambition who occupies a seat upou i

overlooking what many would have con- 
sidered greater mental endowments, lie 
said of him, "who was more faithful and 
kind to his wife ' who more gentle and 
tender to his ch'ildren ? who more fast 
unto his friend ? who more moderate to 
his enemy? who'more true to his word? 
adding, that ta understand a man's real 
cnaracter we roust know his manner aud 
conduct to those most nearly related to 
him, and to those associated with him in 
the common and daily affairs of life.1' In 
all these relations ol lite, Judge Conger 
furnishes an example equally worthy of 
imitation. He has left us, never to return. 
But his upright and honorable life re- 
mains as a path of light for others to 
walk in. 


When Eobert Owen was on his dying 


bed, he directed his amanuensis to write 
to a friend and inform him of his condi- 
tion. And he commenced by saying, "I 
am still in the land of the living." Owen 
eays change that and say, " am still in 
the land of the (??/iV«#,but expect soon to 
be ia the land of the living." Our friend 
Judge Conger has passed from, the land 
of the dying to the land of the living; 
and the advancing years of many of us 
admonish us that we scon expect to meet 
the same great change. I was with him 
but once during his last sicknee's. In fact 
his sickness was so severe that many of his 
friends who desired to see him could no 
with safety to him, enjoy the privilege. 


But on the Wednesday preceding his 


death, at his request, I called upon him 
in company with JB, B. Eldrodge, Esq., 
and A. W. Baldwin, Esq., the clerk ot 
this court.
